2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the IDS filed 
12/15/08 does not teach or fairly suggest the combination of elements and features as claimed, 
which includes a plurality of pseudorandom noise (PN) codes to a field unit, transmitting an 
indication of the assigned PN codes to the field unit, and then receiving one of the PN codes 
from the field unit which is then used to determine a timing adjustment required for the field 
unit, as claimed in independent claims 1, 30, 34, and 36. Claims 2-4, 7-8, 10-11, and 14-15 
depend upon claim 1, claims 31-33 depend upon claim 30, and claims 35-37 depend upon claim 
34 and claims 39-42 depend upon claim 38 and therefore the IDS does not teach or fairly suggest 
for reasons presented above.
